LAND REGISTRY ACT 





Order in Council No. 2568, Approved 
November 15th, 1960 


THAT it is proposed in accordance 
with the provisions of the Land Act to 
grant to the Alberta Natural Gas Com- 
pany, a company incorporated by a 
special Act of Canada (hereinafter called 
the “Company”), rights-of-way over cer- 
tain Crown lands for the purpose of con- 
structing and operating a pipeline in con- 
nection with the Company’s undertaking: 





No. 52 








That the Company has submitted that 
it would be expedient and in the interests 
of all concerned if the title conferred by 
these grants could be registered under the 
provisions of the Land Registry Act: | 

That the Land Registry Act permits 
registration of these estates only where 
the title of Her Majesty appears in the 
register, and accordingly the Legislature 
has endowed the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council with power to make regulations 
permitting and governing the registration 
of these estates as enacted by subsection 
(2) of section 257 of the Land Registry 
Act: 

That in certain areas the grant will be 
issued on the basis of a preliminary or 
interim type of plan of the right-of-way, 
based upon the plans prepared for the 
National Energy Board, showing a width 
of the right-of-way of eighteen hundred 
feet, in order to allow sufficient width to 
determine the dimensions of the right-of- 
way when the pipeline is actually con- 
structed, and that the width of the final 
right-of-way will, except in special cases, 
be reduced to sixty feet, and it is there- 
fore expedient to prescribe regulations 
governing the preliminary and final sur- 
veys of the right-of-way: 

And to recommend that, under the pro- 
visions of the Land Registry Act and all 
other powers thereunto enabling, the fol- 
lowing regulations be made:— 


1. A Crown grant of the right-of-way 
in favour of the Company shall be trans- 
mitted to the proper Land Registry Office, 
and when received the Registrar shall 
enter Her Majesty as the owner of the 
land described in the Crown grant in the 
register; and upon application being 
made for the registration of the Com- 
pany’s title to the right-of-way, and upon 
compliance with the provisions of the 
Land Registry Act and of these regulations 
in so far as they are applicable, shall reg- 
ister the title by endorsing a memoran- 
dum thereof on the register; provided 
that the boundaries of the land described 
in the Crown grant and in the register 
shall be subject to amendment to conform 
with the boundaries as defined by the 
final plan, as under Regulation 4, and in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed 
under Regulation 5. 


2. On completion of construction of 
the pipeline, the right-of-way shall be 
reduced and surveyed to a total width of 
sixty feet, except where a greater width 
is deemed necessary, and subject to the 
approval of the Surveyor-General. 

_ 3. Where the final location of the pipe- 

line is determined before construction, the 
final survey may be made before construc- 
tion, except for posting, but such posting 
shall be carried out within eighteen 
months after the completion of construc. 
tion of the pipeline. 
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4. Within eighteen months after com- 
pletion of construction of the pipeline, 
the Company shall prepare a final plan 
of the right-of-way, based upon a survey 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
Land Registry Act and the regulations 
which the Surveyor-General has issued 
or may issue, and shall deposit such 
copies of the plan with the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral as he requires. The Surveyor-Gen- 
eral shall, after approval, transmit the 
necessary number of copies of the plan to 
the proper Land Registry Office for de- 
posit. 

5. When the final plan has been de- 
posited in the proper Land Registry 
Office, the Registrar shall amend the 
register which shows Her Majesty’s title 
to the land comprising the right-of-way 
and the title of the Company by striking 
out the description of the land therein 
and substituting therefor the description 
of the land according to the final plan, 
and shall endorse a note of the Order in 
Council on the register; the latter descrip- 
tion shall limit and govern the boundaries 
of the right-of-way and shall relate back 
to and have the same force and effect as 
if that description were contained in the 
original Crown grant of the right-of-way

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
Ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.
